This term consists of 3 years on each 
count, to be served concurrently . 

The defendant shall report to the probation office in the district to which the defendant is released within 72 hours of release from 
the custody of the Bureau of Prisons.

the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any contraband 
observed in plain view of the probation officer;
